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Zoning Board of Appeals Take Decisive Action

A special hearing was held at 
the Senior Center in Waltz on 
October 20th, and the Appeals 
Commission upheld the revo- 
cation of the soil permit that 
had been previously granted to 
Wayne County. 

“The Weekly”attended the 
special hearing and all interests 
seemed to be present in the 
audience as the Appeals Board 
tackled the problem. This soil 








TY. 

It began back in 2002 when 
the county began soil removal 
and concrete crushing on the 
Pinnacle property located on 
Wahrman Road. The county 
began this operation without a 
permit and the Township, at the 
urging of several citizens and 


political leaders, informed 
them they needed to secure a 
permit. 


The permit process is a com- 
plicated one and requires the 
involvement of the Planning 
Commission, the Township 
Board of Trustees and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
Appeals Board played a vital 
role in this process and as it 
turned out, a key one in stop- 
ping the operation. 

_ The county, instead of fol- 
lowing the process, decided to 
approach the Township Board 
and ask for a waiver of enforce- 
ment until they could come up 
with the application and com- 
plete the process. Trustee 
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O’Kelley and Adkins warned 
the Board of granting this 
request; suggesting the county 
cease operations until the per- 
mit could be reviewed. The 
majority of the Board voted to 
grant the waiver and the com- 
pany hired to operate on the 
property continued their busi- 
ness. The Planning Commis- 
sion eventually reviewed the 
permit and recommended 
approval subject to several pro- 
visions. The matter was then 
sent to the Township Board 
we reported on this meet- 
in our M: 
issue. We reported that Trustee 
O'Kelley said he knew the 
Board would never deny the 
permit, so he made several 
additional recommendations 
including a $5,000 a week pay- 
ment to the Township. Strange- 
ly, the Board rejected the 
$5,000 recommendation but 
passed the rest of the recom- 
mendations. 

The matter then went back to 
the Appeals Board and it gave 
the final approval to operate 
the soil and concrete process 
for 6 months. 

Apparently, the conditions 
set down by the Township 
were not met during that peri- 
od of time. When the time 
expired, the county asked for a 
60-day extension which was 
granted by the Appeals Board. 
According to Trustee O'Kelley, 
the county was warned to meet 
the conditions by the end of the 
60-day period. 

At the end of the 60 days, 
the County apparently had 
not met all the conditions of 
the Township so the Appeals 
Board revoked their permit. 
This was done at the October 
6th meeting and the vote to 
do so was unanimous. The 
county, by right, asked for a 
hearing and this was held on 
October 20th. 

At the meeting we counted at 
least six representatives from 
the county. Several of them 
spoke and they provided the 
commission with a listing and 
location of the equipment that 
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was used on the site. This was 
one of the requirements ‘de- 
manded by the Township. 
They also provided a letter 
from their environmental 
company as well as a permit 
granted by the Wayne County 
Department of Environment. 
Township Trustee Carey 
addressed the board and was 
very critical of the actions of 
Wayne County and she was 
particularly critical of the 
company that was conducting 
business on the site. Township 
Trustee Adkins also addressed 


arch 6th 2003 the board and raised several 


concerns over the county's 
conduct and the condition of 
the site. The supervisor, clerk 
and treasurer and Trustee 
Krause were not present. 
Several local citizens spoke 
and they all urged the permit 
be revoked. One citizen, Gail 
Filak, was very expressive in 
her comments and she was 
very critical of the business 
that was operating on the 
property. Her comments were

supported by two former em- 
ployees of the company. They 
spoke with first-hand knowl- 
edge of activities that exceed- 
ed the scope of the permit. 
During the member's por- 
tion of the hearing, Com- 
missioner O'Kelley, who is 
also a Trustee on the Town- 
ship Board, took the lead. He 
provided a large diagram of 
the area and provided over 20 
photos for review. He had 
numbered the photos and 
identified the locations on the 
diagram. With the assistance 
_ of one of the former employ- 
ees, they were able to show 
several possible violations. 
His presentation along with 
the comments from the audi- 
ence appeared to shock the 
county officials. 
Commissioner Abela and 
Pappas also spoke and they 
spoke of various problems 
with the site and as well the 
county's failure to met the 
requirements of the Township. 
The county representatives 





spoke at length following 
these revelations and prom- 
ised to correct the problems. 
This did not seem to impress 
the board; and O'Kelley, with 
the help of Planning and 
Zoning Director Dan Kirtland, 
was able to make a motion 
that called for the following: 

1. The permit remained 
revoked and operations 
on the property cease 
immediately with find- 
ings of fact to support. 

2. The county, with the 
approval of Huron Town- 
ship, hire an environmen- 
tal company to do an 
environmental assess- 
ment of the property. 

3. That a remediation per- 
mit be secured to correct 
the identified problems. 

O'Kelley said he wanted to 

make it clear that only when 
these conditions are met will 
the county be allowed to begin 
the permit process again. 

The motion was passed by 

unanimous vote.

SPOTS AND STAINS 
Ball Point Ink: (Washable Fabric). Hair spray or rubbing 
alcohol will usually remove ball point ink from washable 
fabrics. Don’t spray directly on the stain, lightly spot clean it 
with a cloth dampened with either solution. Keep a paper 
towel under the stain and change them frequently. Rub liquid 
laundry detergent into remaining stain and launder as usual. 
Coffee: Sponge with cold water. Simple washing will usually 
remove black coffee or tea stains. You can also sponge the 
stain with dry cleaning fluid if you’ve used cream in your 
coffee or tea. You can also try to rinse the area well with cold 
water and treat with your prewash spray and launder as 
usual. 
Crayon: When clothing has gone through the dryer: Spray 
liberally both sides of the stain with petroleum based pre- 
wash stain remover, and rub it into the fabric with your fin- 
gers. Let stand for a while and wash as usual. You may have 
to repeat the process 2-3 times. If there is any wax on the 
dryer drum, dampen a small cloth with the spray and wipe 
out the drum.
